The Government of Finland is re 
| ported to have made its usual offer 


of payment of debt instalment to the 


| United States and that the Washing- 


ton Administration has declined to 
accept it. 


Much has been made of the so- 


called pavment ef “war debts” by 
the Finnish Government to the 
United States, and for a number of 
vears prior to.the outbreak of the 
present war, comparisons were made 
by the isolationist-pacifist, anti-Bri- 
tish group in the United States to 
show what an henest race the Finns 
were, and that the British were 
“welshers”, 

Finland, however, never had a war 
debt at all. One very good reason 
is that Finland did not exist as a 
separate government during the last 
war, being a province of Russia 
After the Bolshevist revolution a 
Finnish government was established 
with the help of the Russian Bolshe- 
vists. This government was smashed 
by the General Mannerheim who is 
now fighting with Germany against 
the Russians. He it was who obtained 
money from the United States to 
finance his campaign to smash the 
people's government and against the 
Russians from 1919 to 1921 

So far as it might be called a “wat 
debt" it was not a war for democ- 
racy, but a civil War against the de 
mocracy of Finland, who are today 
nvolved in the war against the peo 
ple who gave them their freedom 
and who would gladly get out of it 


if their masters would let” them. |
